In accordance with arecommendation of the 
University's Coordinating Council, the Me- 
dicine Hat Junior College will be affiliated 
with the University of Alberta for one year 
and will carry out an academic program be- 
ginning in September, in consultation with 
the University at Calgary. 


Affiliation of the junior college in Grande 
Prairie will be subject to the provision of 
adequate staff and facilities. 


assistant to 
dean of women 


An Assistant to the Dean of Women has been 
appointed for the first time at the Universi- 
ty of Alberta. Miss Mary Richardson will 
fill the position beginning September Ist. 


Miss Richardson, a native of Victoria, 
B.C., is currently completing her Mas- 
ter's degree in Education at the University 
of Alberta. She is well trained in the fields 
of educational psychology and personal re- 
lations and has been employed for twelve 
years in this type of work. 


Miss Richardson received her early educa- 
tion in Victoria after which she attended 
McGill University where she was awarded 
the B.Sc. in Physical Education in 1951. 
She also has her teacher training certifi- 
cate and has taken further courses in child 
psychology, guidance, and counselling. Up- 
on completion of her Master's degree she 
will also accept a half-time appointment 
as Instructor in the Faculty of Education. 


Miss Richardson's appointment as Assis- 
tant to the Dean of Women is a significant 
one. During the past year the Dean of Wo- 
men has interviewed over 1100 first-year 
women students (not to mention hundreds 
of upperclass women as well). With an an- 
ticipated increase of 400 first-year stu- 
dents alone, Miss Richardson's time will 
be well spent helping Mrs. Sparling with 
this activity and many others as well. 


prairie research centre 


An ad hoc Committee 
at the University of 
Alberta, under the 
chairmanship of Dr. 
E, J. Hanson, As- 
sociate Dean of Gra- 
duate Studies, is pro- 
posing to establish an 
interprovincial Pria- 

E. J. HANSON rie Research Centre. 
According to the members of the Commit- 
tee, "the prairie provinces are parasitic 
withrespect toresearch and it is time for 
us to begin to carry out research our- 
selves, and to evolve ideas and values 
which are appropriate for our own region." 
The Committee feels that the three prai- 
rie provinces possess so many things in 
common, that studies which cross provin- 
cial boundaries are of vital importance if 
the true significance of what might be cal- 
led the ''Western Canadian Experience" is 
to be understood. 


It is proposed that the Prairie Provinces 
Research Centre publish biographical and 
other information on research resources, 
sponsor regular conferences, organize tra- 
velling lectureships,administer grants-in- 
aid of research and publication, provide 
editorial direction of a major cooperative 
scholarly study of the region, and remove 
any obstacles to research. A Director of 
Research would be appointed with assis- 
tant directors drawn from the academic 
staffs of the prairie universities. Research 
topics to be studied include the geography 
and the history of the prairie provinces, the 
economic development of the prairie region 
and the future prospects, social and poli- 
tical trends and problems, educational re- 
quirements, literature, culture and the 
arts, a study of the indigenous peoples, and 
an analysis of the industrialization and ur- 
banization of the prairies.

DR. H. A, DYDE, Lawyer, business exec- 
utive, soldier, andformer University lec- 
turer, is well known in Edmonton circles. 
He received the Rhodes Scholarship in 1917 
upon completion of the B.A. at this Univer- 
sity, and proceeded to Oxford where he re- 
ceived the B.C. L. During the First World 
War he served in Europe and was awarded 
the Military Cross and Bar. From 1923-39 
he was in Edmonton engaged in the law prac- 
tice and special lecturing in the faculties 
of commerce and law. He was also Presi- 
dent of a number of organizations in Ed- 
monton, From 1939 - 1945 he served as Mi- 
litary Secretary tothe Minister of National 
Defence, as Secretary of the Defence Coun- 
cil, and as Secretary of the Army Council, 
with the rank of Colonel. When he retired 
from the army in 1945, he was awarded the 
O.B.E. Since then he has practiced law 
and for some time served as Hon, Colonel 
of the U of A Canadian Officers Training 
Corps. 


DR. J. A. ANDERSON, 62, Director-Gen- 
eral of the Research Branch, Canada De- 
partment of Agriculture, occupies a res- 
pected position among the world authorities 
in Cereal Chemistry. After completing his 
B.Sc. in Agriculture and his M, Sc. in Plant 
Biochemistry at the University of Alberta, 
he attended the University of Leeds where 
he received the Ph. D, in 1930. He spent 
9 years with the National Research Council 
in Ottawa as a biochemist. Beginning in 
1939 he served for 23 years as Chief Che- 
mist for the Board of Grain Commissioners 
in Winnipeg, and for one year as Director 
of the Agriculture Research Station at Win- 
nipeg, before being appointed to his current 
post. He is a Fellow of the Royal Society 
of Canada and of both the Chemical Insti- 
tute and the Agricultural Institute of Cana- 
da. In 1957 the American Society of Cereal 
Chemists awarded him its highest honour - 
the Thomas Burr Osborne Medal, a medal 
awarded only 9 times in the past 32 years. 


AIR CHIEF MARSHAL F,R. MILLER, 56, 
Chief of the Defence Staff in Ottawa, is the 
only man who has ever held both the senior 
military and senior civilian jobs in Cana- 
da's defence establishment. He is a 1931 
B.Sc. graduate of the U of A in civil engin- 
eering. He began his airforce career in 
that same year when he joined the R.C.A.F. 
During the Second World War he worked his 
way up to the rank of Air Commodore and 
Director of Training with the Common- 
wealth Air Training Plan, Following V-J 
day he became Chief Staff Officer, then head 
of the Air Materiel Command and later Vice 
Chief of Air Staff until his posting as Air 
Vice-Deputy at SHAPE in Paris. It was 
while he was filling this post that he was 
asked in 1955 to step into the top civilian 
job in the Defence ministry. Five years 
later he was a full Air Marshal and Cana- 
da's top military man. 


DR. J. A. MACFARLANE, 72, former Dean 
of Medicine and Vice-President for Medical 
Affairs at the University of Toronto has 
made outstanding contributions in the fields 
of patient care, medical education, and re- 
search in Canada, He received his formal 
education at the University of Saskatche- 
wan and at the University of Toronto. He 
served in the First War with the Navy, and 
in the Second War as the Senior Surgical 
Consultant to all Canadian Forces over- 
seas, a service which earned him the O. 
B.E. in 1945 and the U.S, Legion of Merit 
in 1946, He then became Dean of Medicine 
at the University of Toronto and has subse- 
quently served as President of the Associa- 
tion of Canadian Medical Colleges and as a 
member of Government bodies concerned 
with medical education. Following his re- 
tirement as Dean he took up his current 
post, He is a Fellow of the Royal College 
of Physicians and Surgeons of Canada, 
Edinburgh, and England, and has been a- 
warded honorary degrees by the Universi- 
ties of Laval and Brazil.

CHESTER A. RONNING, 70, well known 
to Canadians as High Commissioner to 
India for several years, has had a distin- 
guished career with the Canadian External 
Affairs Department. Following graduation 
from the University of Minnesota with the 
B.Sc. and the U of A with the M.A., he 
served as Assistant Principal of Edmonton 
Public Schools and Vice-President of Hung 
Wen Shu Yuan, China, For 15 years from 
1927 - 1942 he was Principal of Camrose 
College. He was an Alberta M.L.A. from 
1932 - 1935. He served with the R.A. F. 
during W.W.I, and with the R.C.A.F. 
intelligence during W.W.II, His car- 
eer with the External Affairs Department 
began in 1945 when he became the First 
Secretary of the Canadian Embassy in 
Chungking followed by succeeding posts as 
Chargé d'Affairs to the Canadian Embassy 
in Nanking, as Head of the Far Eastern Di- 
vision of the Department in Ottawa, as a 
member of the U.N, delegationin 1953, and 
as Ambassador to Norway and Minister to 
Iceland prior to his appointment to Indiain 
1957.
